The policy, which has been in effect 
approximately 15 years or more, says: “Any 
child may use the adult library when 
accompanied by a parent. If a child hag the 
need for materials not found in the 
Children’s Room, one of the Children's Room 
staff may give the child a note to take to the 
adult section to find material and check it 
out. Once a child passes the sixth grade 
he/she is entitled to use the adult library.” 

Mr. Stapezynski said the policy will 
remain in effect until the library trustees 
subcommittee reports to the board Sept. 12. 
He said the library wants to publicize the 
policy and make sure the entire library staff 
and public is aware of it. 

“We're not anti-kid,” said Mr. 
Stapezynski. “We want to invite sixth 
graders into the library to use it. That’s what 
it's for,” he said. 

The two-member subcommittee of Karen 
Herman and Margaret Jurgen, of the eight- 
member Memorial Hall Library Board of 
Trustees, will research various questions 
about the rules and regulations of other 
libraries in the area while Mr, Daniels and 
Mr. Stapezynski research the legal question 
of adults and children in a public library.

Business 
subcommittee 
takes a break 


The Central Business District 
Subcommittee canceled a meeting it 
had scheduled for last Friday 
morning, July 27, and will take a 
hiatus for the summer, according to 
Stephen Colyer, town planning 
director. 

“Tt’s just a scheduling problem right 
now,” Mr. Colyer said Thursday. 

Bill Dalton, a member of the 
subcommittee, said a number of 
conflicts between his schedule and 
that of Hooks Johnston, another 
member of the group, had prompted 
them to postpone meeting again until 
September. 

“We agreed to just put everything 
off until after labor day,” Mr. Dalton 
said. 

The CBD subcommittee was formed 
by the Planning Board ijast spring to 
examine problems in the business 
district and to recommend ways to 
keep basic services from moving out of 
downtown. The closing of Barcelos 
grocery store, on Main Street, focussed 
attention on problems in the CBD. 

Mr. Dalton said the group is 
“getting to the nitty gritty” of 
accomplishing what it set out to do 
and will work on writing its 
recommendations in the fall. 

“I think we are at the point of tying 
everything up,” Mr. Dalton said this 
week, 

The group. originally had 
participation from several members of 
the business community, but after the 
town attorney advised that non-elected 
and non-appointed citizens could not 
participate on an official town board, 
their involvement dropped off. The 
subcommittee now officially consists 
of only Mr. Johnston and Mr. Dalton, 
both Planning Board members, and 
Harry Smith, the planning 
department's liaison to the group. 

No date has been set for the next 
meeting. 


NESWC prices 
won't go up for 
the time being 


Despite an effort by the operator of 
the trash-to-energy plant in North 
Andover to raise Andover’s tipping 
fees, residents don’t have to worry 
about the town paying more money at 
the facility yet, according to Bob 
McQuade, public works director. 

“We've got a long period of 
litigation and arbitration to go before 
even contemplating it,” Mr. McQuade 
said last week. “Right now, we don’t 
plan to lose.” | . 
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Francis Hopcroft, executive 
director of the Northeast Solid Waste 
Committee, announced July 10 that 
Wheelabrator Environmental Systems 
Inc., the operator of the plant, was 
trying to raise the rates. 

NESWC is a group of 23 
communities, including Andover, 
which signed 20-year contracts to use 
the facility in order to have it built. 
Now, five years into those contracts, 
the operator is asking for more money, 
according to Mr. Hopcroft. 

“This came as a complete surprise,” 
Mr. Hopcroft said. 

Wheelabrator is claiming that the 
type of trash being brought to the 
incinerator burns hotter than 
expected and that this problem makes 
the facility more expensive to 
maintain, according to Mr. McQuade, 
Andover’s NESWC representative. 

“It has a higher BTU. It burns 
hotter and these incinerators are 
harder to maintain,” Mr. McQuade 
said. 

Nobody has pinned down the cause 
for the hotter temperatures, according 
to Mr. McQuade, but he said it is not 
the result of recyclable products being 
removed from the waste stream. 

NESWC has requested more 
information regarding the problem 
from Wheelabrator, according to Mr. 
McQuade, and is not going to give in 
easily. 

“The two parties are trying to get 
an independent arbitrator,” Mr. 
McQuade said. 

“They’re scratching for more 
money and we don’t agree with them.” 


Collins Center 
drive raises

Composition isn’t a big favorite 
among a lot of students these days, but 
for a group that took part in a 
workshop at Phillips Academy this 
summer, writing’s not bad at all. 

Twenty-one participants in PA’s 
two-week Bread Loaf Writing 
Workshop gave readings from their 
work Friday to a standing-room only 
crowd in Bullfinch Hall. 

You would be hard-pressed to find a 
more diverse sampling of themes. 
There were no “What I Did Over 
Summer Vacation” stories here. Many 
were about the personal and global 
tragedies of racism; a few were about 
nature and the complexities of 
relationships; and two were about the 
deaths of family members. 

One of the readers, 16-year-old 
Nthabiseng “Tabi” Mabuza, had the 
full attention of her audience with her 
piece about the children of her native 
land, South Africa, 

Someone held the microphone for 
Tabi as she sat in front of the podium 
in her wheelchair. Tabi was left 
paralyzed from the waist down during 
a border raid by South African 
security forces and is in the United 
States seeking treatment at the New 
England Medical Center Floating 
Hospital. 

“We remember those days long 
before you came,” Tabi read. “Times 
when we were as free as birds and 
could experience the beauty of nature, 
the beauty of our country. The times 
when we the children had the right 
and pleasure of growing up.” 

Tabi was among a group of Boston 
young people who were recommended 
for the Bread Loaf Workshop. 

“They're a diverse group that 
shared a common sense of purpose,” 
said Paul Murphy, a junior at Trinity 
College and one of the program’s 
teaching fellows,

PA writing workshop teaches more than writing 


Mr. Murphy and the other teaching 
fellows guided the sessions and made 
sure the students’ critiques of one 
another’s works were constructive. 
The kids worked from 9 a.m. to 2 p.m. 
discussing their work and getting 
advice from writers like poets Thylias 
Moss and Bruce Smith. 

“They gave me inspiration, ” said 
Jackie Louis, who will be a senior at 
Boston Latin Academy in the fall. The 
workshop “gave me a lot of 
confidence.” 

Jackie said she wasn’t nervous 
reading her piece “My Memory of 
Him” because of the attentiveness of 
her peers. 

“T looked down and they were all 
listening. And I thought, ‘If they’re 
listening, I must have something good 
to say.’” 

“They felt so much support,” said 
Mr. Murphy, who added the bonding 
and confidence were as much a part of 
the workshop experience as learning 
how to write. 

And they did a lot of writing. The 


students published a  62-page 
anthology, which they distributed 
after the reading. 

“T learned how to appreciate 
writing,” said Nyasha Samuels of 
Mattapan, who will be a freshman at 
Boston Latin School. 

It wasn’t just students who learned 
how to write better, though. Another 
part of the workshop was devoted to 
teachers in primary and secondary 
schools “who want to develop their 
writing talents and become agents of 
change within their classrooms, 
schools and school systems,” said Lou 
Bernieri, director of the Bread Loaf 
Workshop at PA. Most of the staff 
comes from Phillips’ English 
department, of which Mr. Bernieri is 
the chairman, 

Mr. Bernieri likes to have a 
diversity among staff and participants. 
They are male and female, black and 
white, Latino and Asian. The students 
“are not necessarily straight-A 
students” either, Mr. Bernieri said. 

The workshop didn’t seem like

Construction of the South 
Church elevator, which began 
June 17, is expected to be 
completed by mid-October, 
according to the builder. 

The elevator will serve three 
floors of the church addition and 
the main floor of its sanctuary. It 
will have doors on two sides to 
better serve the levels. 

“The building committee feels 
gratified that we have been able 
to start this much-needed 
project,” said committee member 
Hooks K. Johnston in this week’s 
church bulletin. 

Mr. Johnston said a town- 
mandated fire alarm system for 
the church added $30,000 to the 
project. 

“We have cash in hand to 
almost cover the total costs,” he 
said. 

But there’s still a difference 
between what the committee has 
and what it needs. Congregants’ 
donations to the elevator fund 
are always accepted.

The total cost of the project 
will run around $300,000, he said. 

The original church structure 
on Central Street was built 
around the time of the Civil War, 
and an addition was put on in the 
1950s. The elevator will be 
sandwiched between the two, Dr. 
Mutti said. 

The price of the elevator will 
be worth it, not only for its 
practical uses, but for its 
message as well, the pastor said. 

“It says that the church is 
committed to being an accessible 
community. The church’s job is 
to set the pace, especially for 
those who, in an almost quiet, 
invisible way, have been shut 
out. 

“If you're in a wheelchair and

Artist, teacher for 30 years 

Frances L. Dalton, 86, of 70 Chestnut 
St. died Friday, July 27, at Academy 
Manor Nursing Home in Andover. 

Born in Andover, she taught art in 
Andover public schools for more than 
30 years and was the head of the 
school art department. 

Her students won several awards, 
including the Boston Globe Scholastic 
Art Contest golden key awards, 
according to William J. Dalton, her 
nephew, who with his wife owns the 
Andover Bookstore, . 

“Each year her students would win 
more gold keys than the rest of the 
state combined,” Mr. Dalton said. 

Miss Dalton’s religious beliefs were 
reflected in much of her work. 

“She was deeply religious, but it 
wasn’t really any part of organized 
religion, although she was a life-long 
Episcopalian,” Mr. Dalton said. 

One of her religious works, finished 
in the 1950s, was selected in 1982 for a 
national honor, 

“The main focus of her life really 
was her art,” Mr, Dalton said. 

She was widely recognized in the 
art world, and her works had once 
been featured at the Addison Gallery, 
he said. Her works were also on 
display during the rededication 
ceremonies at Old Town Hall last year. 

“Her portraits are probably in 300 or 
400 houses in Andover. They're at the 
high school,” Mr, Dalton said. 

“There’s not a week that goes by 
that somebody doesn’t come by and 
say, ‘You know, I have one of your 
aunt’s paintings,” 

“She was fabulous,” said Norma 
Gammon, a student of Miss Dalton’s at 
the old Punchard High School before 
going on to become a teacher herself. 

“That's why I went to art school, 
because of Frances Dalton,” Ms. 
Gammon said. 

Ms, Gammon went to the Museum 
of Fine Arts school in Boston just as 
Miss Dalton had before her, She also 
did her student teaching under Miss 
Dalton in Andover, 

“She was just a real leader in the art 
field. Andover was extremely lucky to 
have her,” Ms. Gammon said. 

“She was a character, too,” her 
former student said. 

Miss Dalton was always cold and 
wore two sweaters, Ms, Gammon said. 
She also liked to wear sneakers that 
matched her sweater, so she kept 
different pairs in her desk and would 
change them as she did her sweaters. 

Jim Batchelder, another former 
student and now an art teacher at 
Andover High, praised his mentor. 

“She was an incredible teacher. She 
changed the way we looked at things,” 
Mr. Batchelder said. 

““T will teach you how to see,” Mr. 
Batchelder quoted his teacher. “And 
she did. 

“T think in my graduating class she 
put seven or eight of us in art school.”

heard about Miss Dalton. 

During the beatnik craze in the late 
60s and early ’60s, many students 
wanted to wear all black to school. One 
day, in an effort to stop them, a school 
official met the students in front of the 
building sending those dressed in 
black to the auditorium. 

Miss Dalton, who often dressed in 
black and wore sunglasses herself, was 
not recognized and, doing as she was 
told, went off with the students. It was 
a little while before the principal 
arrived and recognized his teacher 
being berated along with the rest of the 
students. 

“T think all of our lives were 
changed because we had her,” Mr. 
Batchelder said. 

Miss Dalton began painting after 
she graduated from Punchard High 
School, She completed the eight-year 
program at the Museum of Fine Arts in 
seven years, 

She won the Paige Traveling 
Scholarship at age 25 and went to 
Europe for two and a half years to 
continue her studies. From 1930 to 1932 
she painted in England, Italy, Spain, 
France, Holland and Belgium. 

It was while she was living in Spain 
that she began to paint children 

Miss Dalton returned to the United 
States in 1933 and settled in New York 
where she painted children’s portraits 
for the well to do. 

After three years, she returned to 
her widowed mother and the family 
homestead on Chestnut Street. Her 
mother, Mary Dalton, ran a little 
grocery store called Hood’s Creamery 
on Main Street. 

Miss Dalton taught art in her studio 
at 20 School St.

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Kids are sweeping Andover's school halls

The town’s eight school buildings 
may appear empty during the summer 
when classes aren’t in session, but 
looks can be deceiving. Inside there 
are maintenance and cleaning crews 
readying the schools for the fall. 

A few Andover students return to 
the schools each summer, but not for 
classes. They’re part of the custodial 
staff that cleans, vacuums and polishes 
the buildings. The town employs about 
15 teen-agers to help the regular 
custodial staff, said Lee Winchell, 
supervisor of the schools’ custodial 
staff. 

The summer crew consists of 
current Andover High students, AHS 
alumni, who are back in town during 
their summer break from college, and 
a few out-of-town teen-agers. 

Some of the kids have worked for 
him for the past three or four 
summers, said Mr. Winchell. 

Pete Stansfield, a 1990 Andover High 
graduate, has worked as a summer 
helper for the past three years. This 
year he is assigned to Andover High 
School. 

“For me the hours are great,” said 
Mr. Stansfield, who also works a 
second summer job. He works an 
evening shift at DeMoulas market to 
earn money for college in the fall. He 
plans to enter the culinary arts 
program at Essex Agricultural School 
in September. 

The summer help works from 7 a.m. 
to 3 p.m. Monday through Friday and 
is paid $6 per hour, said Mr. Winchell. 

John Teichert, a senior at the high 
school, has worked in the schools 
during the summer for the past two 
years. He also likes the hours and said 
he was glad to get his old job back.

Gillette and Raytheon shouldn't be in South Africa 


Editor, Townsman: 

Apartheid, the government 
system currently in place in South 
Africa, denies 85 percent of the 
country’s population the rights of 
citizenship that we take for granted: 
Black South Africans are forced to 
live in squalor on homeland 
settlements or in ghetto-like 
townships where they are denied the 
right to vote. Black children are 
educated in an inferior school 
system separate from that of white 
children where they are forced to 


speak Afrikaans, the language of 


their oppressors. Lacking quality 
education and

confined to 


impoverished areas, black South 
Africans are trapped in a cycle of low 
wages and poverty. 

As Massachusetts residents, we 
can take pride in the fact that our 
state has been at the forefront of the 
antiapartheid movement for the past 
20 years, beginning with Polaroid’s 
divestment in 1969. In 1983 Governor 
Dukakis signed an executive order 
prohibiting state agencies from 
obtaining goods and services 
originating in South Africa and 
discouraging the state from entering 
into contracts with vendors doing 
business with South Africa. 

Despite our state’s strong

antiapartheid record, two companies 
with branches in Andover still 
conduct business with South Africa: 
Gillette operates two South African 
operations, which sell such products 
as shaving preparations and 
toothbrushes. Raytheon retains a 15 
percent ownership in a South 
African firm that holds contracts for 
petroleum exploration and 
processing. 

Companies continuing business 
with South Africa claim that they 
serve as model businesses and thus 
advocate social change. Yet 
supporters of divestment, as quoted

from The Boston Globe (Mass. firms 
still in S. Africa,” 6/24/90) argue “such 
explanations mask a starkly simple 
reason for corporate resistance to 
divestment: money.” While Raytheon 
and Gillette may be profiting from 
their businesses in South Africa, they 
are supporting an already crippled 
economy. “There are no profits for 
business in a disintegrating society, in 
the midst of civil disorder, violence 
and racial antagonism.” 

South Africa is so deeply 
entrenched in its system of apartheid 
that change will be a long and sporadic 
process. Raytheon and Gillette thus 
have little chance of instigating major 
social change in South Africa’s current 
struggles. However, as_ ethical 
businesses it is their obligation to 
divest. If you are concerned about the 
issue of apartheid and recognize 
divestment as an effective means of 
protest, I urge you to write Raytheon 
and Gillette and encourage them to 
take this important step.

It has been over 
four years since the League of Women 
Voters studied the issue of child care 
and a parents group began to meet to 
develop a plan for after school child 
care in the schools. With the 
participation of Joan Pearson, then 
director of DCS, and Sidney Bialo, the 
director of the extended day program 
at the Shawsheen School, members of 
this group attended seminars on the 
subject, studied available programs, 
held exploratory meetings with town 
and school personnel and visited the 
elementary schools to assess site 
feasibility. 

With this information in hand, DCS 
then developed a plan to create before- 
and after-school enrichment programs 
called “kids clubs.” Last summer Ms. 
Pearson made two presentations

outlining the specifics of this plan to 
the School Committee. This committee 
raised no objection to implementing 
such a pilot program at West 
Elementary, viewing the activities as 
another DCS after-school program. 
With the approval of town officials, Ms. 
Pearson advertised for a program 
coordinator. Present DCS staff have 
made earnest efforts to. get 
authorization to proceed with the pilot 
program. Instead, another round of 
school and town assessments has been 
required and the state has enacted new 
licensure requirements applicable to 
such an after-school program. As a 
result, it is my understanding there 
presently are no plans to initiate any 
pilot kids club program this fall. 

An after-school enrichment 
program would greatly benefit the 
residents of Andover. These benefits 
include providing quality before- and 
after-school care for children in grades 
1-5, care which surely is preferable to 
“latch-key children,” offering children 
in these grades enrichment programs 
which are not now offered by the 
school system, benefiting the school 
system by providing income for use of 
the school buildings after hours and 
reducing the problems associated with 
children dropped off before school 
hours or picked up late, benefiting 
teachers by offering them 
opportunities for earning additional 
income, providing peace of mind to 
parents who are working, fostering 
positive family interactions by 
reducing the stress and tensions 
associated with inadequate child care 
and making Andover a more attractive 
community to prospective home 
buyers. (Town sponsored after-school 
child-care programs are offered by 
nearly all neighboring and comparable 
Boston-area communities.) 

The need for quality child care is 


real and will continue to grow in 
today’s troubled economy. The recent 
example of the registration for SHED 
(the extended day kindergarten 
program) exemplifies this need. Not 
only did parents start lining up at 10 
a.m. for a 6 p.m. sign-up, many leaving 
work early to do so, but at least one 
parent I know believed quality, 
affordable child care was so essential 
to his family that he flew back from a 
business trip to Europe a day early to 
register his child. 

For these reasons I urge the town to 
hire a program coordinator for the 
kids clubs as soon as possible.

American Legion Post wins, 
moves into state quarterfinals

One month ago the Andover American 
Legion Post 8 baseball team was struggling 
to stay above the .500 mark, waiting for its 
talent to kick in and push the club into over- 
drive. 

The wakeup call came in the sixth game of 
the season at Fraser Field in Lynn, and Zone 
8-A champ Andover eventually went all the 
way to the state tournament quarterfinals 
before being ousted by perennial power- 
house Norwood in a best-of-3 series last 
weekend.

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Heartbreaking loss for Little League 
All-Stars ends 1990 season

Heartbreaking and stunning seem like the 
most appropriate words to describe the 6-4 
loss suffered by the Andover American 
Major (11-12 years) Little League All-Stars in 
their Bi-District rematch with Stoneham 
last weekend at Rotary Park in Wilmington.
